W ashington, July 13.—It is now up 
to the legislatures of the several 
states to say w hether there shall be 
an income tax am endm ent to the Con 
atitution. 
By the decisive vote of 317 to ll. 
m ore than the necessary two-thirds, 
th e house passed the senate joint 
resolution providing for the subm it 
aion of the question to the states. The 
negative votes were all cast by Re­ 
publicans. 
No 
am endm ent 
having 
been m ade to the resolution, it now 
goes to the president for his signature. 
Practically four hours were con­ 
sum ed in debating the proposition, 
and 
this 
afforded 
m any 
members, 
m ostly Democrats, an opportunity to 
air th eir views. 
Chairm an Payne ot 
the com m ittee on ways and means 
voiced tho sentim ent th at such a tax 
would m ake “a nation of liars,** a1* 
though he said it was well th at such 
power should be given congress, es­ 
pecially in tim es of war. 
The 
burden 
of 
the 
Democratic 
speeches was th a t it w as simply a 
case of stealing Dem ocratic thunder, 
although sam e of th e rem arks on th at 
side incidentally touched upon the 
tariff and the corporation tax, with 
no little am ount of castigation of the 
Republicans for failing, as was a1* 
leged, to keep party pledges.

Stirring Scene M a rk s Close of M eet­ 
ing at St. Paul. 
St. Paul, July 13.—Aa a fitting close 
to the great Christian Endeavor con­ 
vention several thousand young m en 
end women, consecrating them selves 
anew to the cause of Christ and th e 
church as represented by the C hris­ 
mon Endeavor movement, took p art 
in the most im pressive and stirrin g 
ceremony of all these wonderful g ath ­ 
erings. 
Every state in the Union, the 
territories and the new colonies, as 
well as many foreign lands, represent­ 
ed in some cases by able orators and 
in others by trem bling women Just 
courageous 
enough 
to 
lisp 
their 
pledges, joined in a mighty prom ise 
to push forward the work of th eir 
m aster. 
Banners and 
pennants abounded. 
President Clark called the roll of the 
states according to alphabetical order, 
and as he did so one or more repre­ 
sentatives stepped forward w ith flag 
and banner and before the whole con­ 
vention made covenant to do th eir 
p art of the w ork in increasing the 
num ber of m em bers and in adding 
zeal to the cause. 
When the pledges had all been m ade 
th e representatives of the states and 
territories, with banners flying, form ed 
in line of m arch and marched around 
the stage, the entire audience rising 
and singing "O nw ard Christian Sol­ 
diers.” 
As the parade ended Dr. C lark in­ 
voked blessings upon the m archers 
and the states they represented, and 
w ith cheers for the founder of the 
great brotherhood the 1909 convention 
ended.

FOURTEEN OF THE GREW LOST 


SHAKE UP IN DEPARTMENT 


Secretary Nagel 
Reduces One H un­ 
dred 
Em ployes. 
W ashington, July 13.—The greatest 
"shake-up” th at ever has occurred in 
the personnel of the departm ent of 
commerce and labor took place when 
approxim ately IOO employes were re­ 
duced and the resignations of about 
ten others accepted. 
This action was taken by Secretary 
Nagel as the result of an investiga­ 
tion into tho "efficiency record” of 
the employes in his departm ent. 
The 
reductions were m ade, it is said, be­ 
cause the employes were found to 
have “loafed on the job,” while those 
who were allowed to resign were 
found to be inefficient. 
The 
secretary’s 
determination 
to 
inject new life into the work of his 
department prompted this radical step. 
Further changes are to be made and 
resignations asked for, it was inti­ 
mated, as soon as Secretary Nagel 
completes his examination of tile ef­ 
ficiency report. 
Many of the clerks 
will receive promotions as a result of 
the changes.

Thousands Attend Convention 
in California City. 


MAKES SUCCESSFUL FLIGHT 


Orville W right Circles Parade Grounds 
With Aeroplane. 
Washington, July 13.—Orville Wright 
made a very successful flight in the 
W rights’ aeroplane at Fort Myer, Va., 
remaining in the air 5 minutes and 
30 seconds, during which time the 
machine 
attained 
the 
exceptional 
speed of about forty miles an hour 
and circled the parade grounds half 
a dozen times, a total distance of 
about three and a half miles. 
After keeping a crowd of nearly 
1,000 expectant people, including a 
number of persons prominent in offi­ 
cial life, waiting for an hour and a 
half on account of unfavorable wind 
conditions, the aeroplane started on 
its flight. 
The aviator concluded not 
to prolong the trial because the motor 
of the machine, which had just been 
repaired, was not working perfectly.

Steel Steam er Isaac M. Scott Off 


W hitefish 
Point 
Lighthouse— C ap­ 


tain and Several of the Crew of the 


Sunken S h ip Saved. 


Sault Ste. Marie, Mich., July 13.— 
Three m inutes after the steel steam ­ 
er Isaac M. S cott and John B. Cowle 
collided In L ake Superior about a mile 
and a half off Whitefish P oint light­ 
house, the Cowle went to the bottom 
in fifty fathom s of w ater carrying 
with her fourteen members of her 
crew. 
The 
Scott, 
although 
badly 
damaged about the bows, put back to 
this port, w here she arrived w ith part 
of the crew of the Cowle. 
A heavy fog was responsible for 
the collision. 
The Scott, a new boat 
on her m aiden trip to the H ead ot 
the Lakes, had just passed th e light 
at W hitefish Point, and straightened 
out her course up the lake w hen sud­ 
denly the Jo h n B. Cowle loom ed up 
through th e fog, broadside on to the 
Scott and only a few feet aw ay. 
The 
Cowle was down bound w ith 8,000 
tons of iron ore. 
The ships w ere ao close th a t it was 
impossible to avoid a collision, and the 
Scott crashed into the side of the 
heavily laden Cowle. 
For fifteen feet 
the bow of th e Scott penetrated the 
side of the Cowle. Tons of w ater 
rushed into th e great opening and in 
three m inutes the Cowle had settled 
to the bottom of the lake. 
Im m ediately after the collision a 
line was throw n from the deck of the 
Scott to th e forward deck of the 
Cowle, and three members of the 
crew escaped to the deck of th e up- 
bound boat by this means. T he rest 
of the crew who were saved jum ped 
from the sinking steam er into the 
lake, some w ithout life preservers, 
and were picked up by the S cott and 
the steam er Goodyear, which w as a 
short distance astern of the 
Scott 
when the collision occurred. 
Captain Rogers of the Cowle was 
one of those who were rescued by the 
Goodyear and he was taken on up 
the lake by th at steamer. 
It is ex­ 
pected, how ever, that he will tran sfer 
to a down-bound boat and probably 
will come to this port. 
Until Captain Rogers retu rn s here 
it is impossible to secure the names 
of the men who perished with the 
Cowle. 
Survivors say that they in­ 
clude both engineers, the four fire­ 
men, four deck hands, the second 
cook, porter and an oiler nam ed P at­ 
ten. 
The first reports from deck of 
the Scott as she limped back into har­ 
bor here w-ere that elevon m en had 
been drowned, but after the ship had 
docked, questioning of the survivors 
placed the total figure at fourteen. 
The Scott received serious injuries 
In the collision which would probably 
have sent her to the bottom also, if 
she had been loaded. 
The forward 
compartment was stove in. 


SEVERE STORM IN ST. LOUIS 


Some Persons Injured and C onsider­ 
able Property Damaged. 
St. Louis, July 13.—A 
series of 
twisting wind storms of cyclonic pro­ 
portions struck St. Louis and vicinity, 
causing considerable property 
dam­ 
age, injuring a few persons and im­ 
perilling the lives cf 300 passengers 
on the excursion steamer Alton in 
the Mississippi river. 
At Venice, 
111., the 
wind 
drove 
w'aves 
from 
the 
Mississippi 
river 
through the levee and thousands of 
acres were inundated. 
In St. Louis the wind tore down un­ 
finished 
buildings 
and 
chimneys, 
snapped trolley wires, put telephones 
and telegraph lines out of commis­ 
sion and damaged other property.

National Council of W om en Meets in 
Seattle. 
Seattle, W ash., July 13.—The sixth 
triennial session of the N ational Coun­ 
cil of W om en of the U nited States 
will begin here this evening with a 
reception to the officers, delegates and 
visitors to the council. 
T he three 
days’ business sessions of th e council 
will 
begin t omorrow m orning and 
close on th e evening of July 16. 
The council Is composed of twenty- 
two national organizations, represent­ 
ing as m any phases of thought and 
activity, such as the N ational Wo­ 
m an’s Suffrage association, the Na­ 
tional W om an’s Relief 
society, Na­ 
tional W om an’s Relief corps, the Uni­ 
versal P eace union, th e Council of 
Jewish W omen, the L adies of the 
Grand 
A rm y of the 
Republic, etc. 
There are also nine local 
councils, 
consisting of more than 200 federated 
societies. 
In all more th an 3,000,000 
women are represented. 
T he council 
was organized In 1888 w ith Frances 
E. W illard as president and Susan B. 
Anthony as vice president at large. 
It represents organized effort along 
the lines of education, industry and 
philanthropy, as well as moral and 
governm ent reform. 
Among th#5 subjects to be discussed 
at the presen t meeting are the follow­ 
ing: 
M odern methods of child saving, 
peace and arbitration, w om an’s prog­ 
ress in education, political equality, 
divorce reform , laws concerning do­ 
mestic relations and legal status of 
women arid children.

SCHOOL BOARD 
HAS BUSY SESSION 


All Members Were Present and 
Much Routine Business 
Was Transacted 


EVERYTHING WAS HARMONIOUS 


Practically Every Motion Was 
Adopted Without a Dis­ 
senting Vote 


The board of education held a busy 
and well attended meeting Monday 
evening. 
All members were present 
except Messrs. Labar and Wise when the 
meeting came to order. 
The former 
came in during the reading of the min­ 
utes and Mr. Wise arrived a few min­ 
utes later, stating th at he had a crew 
of men haying and could not get away 
any c arber. 
A communication was read 
from 
Hartley & Albright stating that a cer­ 
tain insurance policy on the Washing 
ton building expired July 30th, and 
asking authority from the board to re­ 
new. It was referred to the finance com­ 
mittee. 
An application from Anna Larson, of 
Monticello, for a position in the high 
school, was read and referred to the 
committee on teachers. 
A communication from the city clerk 
regarding the condition of the walk on 
the north side of the Washington build­ 
ing was received arid laid on the table. 
Superintendent Hartley reported in 
writing, $84 collected for tuition from 
pupils from outside the city. 
The re­ 
port was accepted and placed on file. 
A communication was read from the 
treasurer stating th at there was $5,500 
in the building fund and which he rec­ 
ommended be transferred to the general 
fund to be used to pay Dills for the 
heating plant in the Lowell school. 
This was ordered done by unanimous 
vote of the board. 
The annual report of the book room, 
made by Superintendent Hartley, was 
read and on motion of G. D. LaBar re­ 
ferred to the committee on text books 
and course of study. In reply to a 
query as to why it should not be re­ 
ferred to the finance committee as us­ 
ual Mr. LaBar stated that the text 
book committee was going to take an 
inventory 
during the vacation 
and 
needed the data th at report would 
give. 
The committee on 
buildings 
and 
grounds presented no written report 
but stated th at certain repairs should 
be made at once. 
The committee rec­ 
ommended that an unused flight of 
stairs leading to the Lowell building 
basement be removed and the board on 
motion so directed. 
Mr. Johnson, from the same commit­ 
tee suggested that a door be placed in 
the north side of the basement of the 
Lowell building, leading to the boiler 
room, where the wall had been re­ 
moved to admit the new boiler. 
The 
board so recommended, Mr. Congdon 
saying th at the recommendation should 
be in writing, the m atter being left in 
the hands of the building committee 
to report at next meeting. 
Mr. Wise recommended that a com­ 
petent superintendent, or inspector of 
the work at the Lowell building be em­ 
ployed by the committee, saying that 
it was much better and cheaper to see 
that work was put in according to con­ 
tract than it was to correct mistakes 
afterw ard.

Washington, July 13.—At a confer­ 
ence at the White House it was defi- 
natelv decided that the rate to be 
levied under the new corporation tax 
shall be reduced from 2 per cent to 
I per cent, and that in redrafting the 
measure, now in conference along 
with the tariff bill, to ine%t various 
objections that have been raised, due 
consideration shall be given to the 
demands of the mutual life insur­ 
ance companies whose incomes would 
be seriously affected by the tax in its 
original form. 
President Taft was the central fig­ 
ure in a number of conferences and 
is living up to the predictions made 
many weeks ago that in the confer­ 
ence consideration of the tariff he 
would actively lend his influence to 
bringing about a conciliation of the 
difference between the two houses. 
The president is in daily consulta­ 
tion with the tariff conferees. He 
told several of his callers that he is 
finding the conferees conciliatory and 
that he is hopeful that a satisfactory 
measure will be presented to him for 
his signature. 
The conference report 
should be available, according to the 
president’s information, by the end of 
next week. 
Senator Aldrich, Attorney General 
W ickerham, Senator Burrows, Sena­ 
tor Smoot, Representative Fordney 
and 
Speaker Cannon were among 
those who discussed the tariff and the 
corporation tax with the president. 
The attorney general has been fairly 
overwhelmed with callers and with 
letters asking for information about 
various features of the measure.
